Ninteen  eighty  eight  will  be  a 
year  that  Muhlenberg  Soccer  fans 
will  remember  for  a while.  It  was  a 
year  the  team  set  school  records 
for  most  wins  in  a season  (19),  best 
record  (19-4-1),  and  most  shutouts 
in  a season  (17).  It  is  also  a year 
when  the  team  got  snubbed  by  the 
NCAA  and  lost  in  the  ECAC  sem- 
ifinals on  a questionable  penalty 
kick. 

After  losing  the  opening  game 
3-0  to  nationally  ranked  Division  I 
rival  Penn  State,  the  boosters 
went  on  to  win  thirteen  straight 
shutouts.  In  their  second  game, 
against  Kutztown,  the  Mules 
played  sluggish  early,  but  after 
leadind  1-0  at  halftime,  the  Mules 
poured  on  two  second  half  goals 
to  win  3-0.  Against  Swarthmore, 
the  team  continued  its  sup-par 
play,  but  escaped  with  a 1-0  vic- 
tory on  a goal  oy  Gary  Hind.  Hind 
would  end  up  being  the  teams 
third  leadind  scorer  for  the  season 
(6  goals,  6 assists,  and  18  points). 

At  this  point,  it  was  apparent 
that  the  Muhlenberg  defense 
would  be  a force.  LecI  by  senior 
goalkeeper,  Mark  Maeher  and 
freshman  goalie,  Chris  Browne, 
the  defense  was  playing  strong. 
The  offense  finally  got  on  track 
against  Widner  and  the  team 
scored  five  second  half  goals  to 
crush  W'idner  6-0.  fhe  team  was 
looking  stroiig  and  would  out- 
score  its  next  five  opponents  20-0. 
In  two  of  the  five  games  the  de- 
fense did  not  allow  a shot  on  goal. 
During  this  stretch,  Bert  Mukku- 
lainen,  senior  from  Stenunsund, 
Sweden,  emerged  as  an  offensive 
threat  for  the  Mules.  The  next 
opponent  was  rival  Moravian.  In  a 
close  game,  the  Mules  prevailed  1 - 
0 as,  once  again.  Hind  scored  the 
lone  goal. 


After  winning  the  Stony  Brook 
fournament  and  beating  Dickin- 
son, the  Mules  prepared  for  a 
tough  match  against 

ElizaDethtown.  After  playing  two 
scoreless  halves,  double  overtime, 
and  a shootout,  the  score  re- 
mained 0-0.  After  the 
Elizabethtown  game,  the  Mules 
traveled  to  Messiah  to  face  the 
number  eight  ranked  Division  III 
team  in  front  of  3,000  spectators. 

fhe  tiredness  of  the  team, 
along  with  the  homecoming 
crowd,  led  to  the  Mules  second 
loss,  'fhe  Mules  did  not  stay  down 
for  long,  as  they  added  four  more 
shutouts  in  their  next  four  games, 
fhe  first  two  games,  wins  against 
Western  Maryland  (5-0)  and  a 
homecoming  rout  of  Lebanon 
Valley  (7-0),  gave  Muhlenberg  the 
Conference  title.  Junior,  Chris 
Bingman  had  two  goals  and  three 
assists  in  the  two  games.  Bingam 
would  go  on  to  lead  the  team  in 
assists  (9)  and  in  scoring  (8-9-25). 
fhe  team  finished  its  shutout 
string  with  wins  against  Ursinus 
and  Allentown  College.  The  team 
closed  the  regular  season  with  a 2- 
1 victory  against  Gettysberg. 

Despite  finishing  the  regular 
season  with  a 17-2-1  record,  the 
NCAA  decided  not  to  send  the 
Mules  to  the  tournament,  fhe 
team  was  obviously  dissappointed, 
but  still  had  plenty  of  soccer  left  to 
play.  Maybe  not  getting  the 
NCAA  bid  was  on  tne  minds  of 
the  Muhlenberg  players  when 
they  played  Haverford  in  the  first 
rounds  of  the  Middle  Atlantic 
Conference  Playoffs,  'fhe  Mules 
were  upset  2-1  in  a shootout. 

Most  teams  would  have  quit  by 
now,  but  not  this  team.  The  team 
destroyed  Ursinus  and  edged  Mo- 
ravian to  capture  the  ECAC 
Southern  Regional  Eitle. 

'fhen  came  the  questionable 
penalty  kick.  With  the  game 
scorless  and  twenty  minutes  re- 
maining against  tbe  New  York 
State  Regional  Champion  Hobart, 
a Statesman  winger  crossed  the 
ball  into  the  middle.  After  anoth- 
er Hobart  player  took  a sidew'ind- 
ing  kick  in  front  of  the  Mule  goal 
and  the  ball  hit  the  hand  of  a 
Muhlenberg  defender,  fhe  refer- 
ee immediately  called  a handball. 
As  the  mules  w'ere  arguing  the 
call,  Hobart  converted  the  penalty 
shot  and  took  a 1-0  lead,  fhe 
Mules  threatened  several  times, 
but  could  not  even  the  score. 

All  in  all,  coach  l ipping  did  a 
fine  job  and  should  be  very  proud 
of  this  team.  It  was  a year  of  high 
moments  and  dissapointments, 
but  a season  the  team  will  never 
forget.

enough,  fhe  Mules  scored  a quick 
goal,  but  Drew  answered  it  with 
two  in  the  second  half. 

,\s  one  would  expect  bv  now’, 
the  Ladv  Mules  won  their  next 
game  versus  Philadelphia  fextile 
in  a 4-0  shutout.  Instead  of  follw- 
ing  the  pattern  they  had  followed 


so  far,  the  Mules  continued  the 
win  streak  and  defeated  Kutztown 
and  Moravian.  Senior  co-captain 
Sharon  Peifer  felt  this  2-0  win 
against  Moravian  was  the  high- 
light of  the  season  and  one  of  the 
best  games  the  team  had  played  so 
far.  This  game  ended  the  first  half 
of  the  season  with  a record  of  5-3. 

The  second  half  of  the  season 
resembled  the  same  pattern  as 
much  of  the  first  half.  The  Mules 
finished  the  month  of  October 
with  a 2-4  record  alternating  wins 
and  losses  in  the  same  manner  as 
they  did  in  September.

rui  approxirnaieiy  tne  last  sev- 
en years,  the  Muhlenberg  College 
cross  country  team  had  not  had  a 
victorious  season  and  there  was  no 
reason  to  think  that  the  1988  fall 
season  would  be  any  different.

The  Harry  C.  Trexler  Library  was  dedicated  on  September  30th  — 
October  1st,  a weekend  for  “Celebrating  Books”  as  well  as  the 
newest  addition  to  Muhlenberg’s  campus.  The  festivities  began  Friday, 
September  30th,  with  two  lectures  on  “ The  Aesthetic  Vision"  and  the 
“Form  and  Function  of  the  Building  Itself.”  Willian  Severson,  the  sculp- 
tor of  “The  Tree  of  Knowledge”  adorning  the  wall  of  the  entrance, 
participated  in  the  panel  discussion  of  the  aesthetic  characteristics  of  the 
building.  His  “Tree  of  Knowledge”  contains  acrylic  fiber  optics  which 
transmit  sunlight  throughout  the  carving,  emitting  light  in  approximately 
200  places.  Neville  Epstein,  representing  the  architecture  firm  of  Geddes 
Brecker  Qualls  Cunningham,  Lee  Butz,  the  Construction  manager  for 
Alvin  H.  Butz,  Inc.,  'Fhomas  Moser,  the  designer  for  the  study  carrels, 
and  Louis  Schiller,  the  landscape  architect,  were  also  involved  in  the  panel 
discussion.  Architect  Robert  Geddes,  also  of  Geddes  Brecker  Qualls 
Cunningham,  presented  a slide  lecture  on  the  concept  and  design  of  the 
Library. 

A Laser  Show  ended  Friday’s  activities  as  students,  faculty,  administration 
and  guests  filled  the  area  between  the  Center  for  the  Arts  and  the  Frexler 
Library  to  view  a Laser  spectacular  set  to  classical  and  popular  music. 
The  “Celebrating  Books”  festival  preceded  the  official  dedication  cer- 
emony and  included  a tribute  to  all  aspects  of  reading,  printing  and 
bookmaking.  Throughout  the  morning,  Muhlenberg  students  helped 
area  children  dress  up  as  their  favorite  storybook  character  and  read 
stories  to  the  children.  Other  exhibits  included  a “1001  Best  Books”  sale 
of  classical  works  by  the  ’Berg  bookstore,  a used  book  exchange,  silk 
screen  posters,  calligraphy,  and  bookbinding. 

At  2 p.m.,  as  the  bells  in  the  David  A.  Miller  Bell  l ower  of  Haas  tolled, 
selected  books  and  other  items  from  the  old  library  were  passed  along  a 
human  chain  of  students,  alumni,  faculty,  parents  and  friends  of  the 
college  which  stretched  from  the  steps  of  Haas  to  the  entrance  of  the 
Trexler  Library.  The  dedication  ceremony  began  with  music  from  the 
Muhlenberg  Wind  Ensemble  and  Brass  Quintets  atop  the  Bell  Tower  at 
the  Haas  and  the  Tower  of  Concord  at  the  Trexler  Library.  Fhe  cer- 
emony included  a poetry  reading  by  Theodore  Weiss,  an  alumni  of  the 
class  of  1938,  hymns  sung  by  the  Muhlenberg  Singers,  an  address  by- 
Frederick  Busch,  Professor  of  Literature  at  Colgate  University  and  alum- 
ni of  the  class  of  1962.  The  Muhlenberg  Wind  Ensemble  performed  a 
concerto  written  specifically  for  Muhlenberg’s  ensemble.  Bettie  and 
Charles  L.  Garretson,  Jr.  donated  a book  from  General  I'rexler’s  own 
collection  and  the  ceremony  concluded  with  the  Dedication  by  President 
Messerli. 

The  Trexler  Library  became  and  official  part  of  Muhlenberg  amid  a 
weekend  of  celebration  and  dedication  to  the  wonder  of  not  only  the 
building  itself  but  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  built  — to  celebrate  books.
